Dear Harold: 

1 am sending ibis IcUcr and explanation separately in case the package is delayed. 1 will also enclose a copy of 
it in the box which contains print-outs of the chapters tliat we have completed making corrections on. This 
includes also one of tlic new chapters. The rest ihould start coming soon. 

1 got your mailings today including a copy of the letter you wrote to Carol Deck with the note to me 
appended. You are quite correct that the chapters written or\ the label of the diskette appear to have been 
written at one time; clearly in the same hand, using the same pen. This is, of course, true of both, since one is 
a copy made recently. I will try to remember to xerox these and enclose tlicm. 

You will notice from the attached table tliat we have encountered yet more problems with the chapters on the 
diskette. (Botli diskettes have tlie identical problems.) In addition to some of the chapters being only 
fragments of the originals (about which you have already been informed) there are a number of others where 
the version on tlie diskette is clearly an earlier version tlian the one on which you have made your corrections. 
It seems to me that the previous typist either had more than one version of the diskette, and sent the wrong 
one, or had the up to date versions on her computer’s hard disk and neglected to transfer them properly to tlie 
diskette, or simply did not know what she was doing. Or, perhaps, a combination of these. In any case, she 
has left a real mess. Not, however, one that cannot be fixed. The problem is tliat it will take time to get things 
back to where they once were. This is at least part of the explanation for the long delay in getting some of this 
back to you. We had already made corrections on the files (chapters) tliat appeared to be complete on the 
diskette and were getting ready to print out copies to send you when we noticed that we were working with 
earlier versions of some of these files than you were. Thus, tlie printouts would have included the recent 
corrections, but would also have included many of the typos, and other errors that had already been corrected 
previously, but had disappeared into “cyberspace!” I have tried lo indicate on the attached what we were able 
to accomplish with each of tlie files. 1 hope 1 have made it clear enough. As we continue to work away at this, 
we will do our best. 

In trying to get tilings back in shape, I would suggest the following. 

1 . ) We have made corrections on pages of chapters where we have only an earlier version of the chapter, 
trying to recreate, as nearly as possible, the page as it appears in your copy. These, you can slip into your 
corrected copy. At some point, when there is time, it would be good to get a copy of what you have so we can 
restore the chapters on diskette to tlie proper state. But, for now, you at least will have a hard copy that will 
be useable. 

2. ) For the chapters for which we have only fragments, we have attempted to do the same, so that you will 
have a corrected hard copy. It would be good to get tlicse chapters back on the diskette, when you have a 
chance to make copies and we have a chance to get them back onto the computer. If Uie versions you have of 
these chapters are sufficiently clear in appearance, it may be possible to enter them into the computer using 
die optical scanning equipment that we have in our computer center. It takes some time to do this, and tlicn to 
ensure that the documents scanned accurately, but, believe me, it takes far less time tlian it would for tlie most 
efficient of typists (which we are not)! (We were able to do tliis quite successfully with Chapter Six — 
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Bloody Harlan, where we had a good priiU-out with your cx>rrcclions, but only tlie second half of tlie chapter 
on the diskette. It scanned very nicely, and quite accurately.) 

3. ) For the chapters which arc on tlie diskette in the proper version, we have made the necessary corrections 
and included a copy of the print-out of the complete chapter in such cases. Also, we have included your 
paper-clipped pages witli corrections. In order to speed up the process, I have not gone over the chapters to 
correct typos that you might have missed, or tliose we might have missed. If you wish, after we get all into 
decent shape, I would be happy to do a proofing, and make a few suggestions — if you would like me to. I 
know a second set of eyes is sometimes helpful. _ 

4. ) The new chapters arc being typed. We will send them along as we complete tliem so that you may make 
whatever corrections may be necessary. We have completed the Epstein chapter and have another under way.

5. ) 1 have paid little attention to consistency in format, font, pagination, titles, etc. It will be a relatively 
simple matter, when we get everything typed in, to select whatever format you like, and incorporate it 
throughout. I have continued what appeared to be the practice of beginning pagination again in each chapter. 
This probably makes editing easier. It is a very simple matter to have the computer repaginate everything 
when we get it all together. 

I have attached a list of each of the files (as the individual chapters on tlie diskette are referred to) with a brief 
description of it, and its current status. I hope it will be clear to you. Also, I hope we did not make too many 
errors in our typing. There may be as I did not want to take more time by going through all the printouts 
carefully myself If I had, you probably wouldn’t have received this for a good long time. 

I am using a different box to return the chapters, since they would not fit in the box you sent them in. We will 
hang on to that box and use it to send other chapters. Please note, in the box, I have placed the corrected 
printouts for each chapter immediately behind your original. 

1 must add, 1 tliink, based on the parts I have read, it is one hell of a book!
